There  is  a  piped  water  supply  to  the  whole  of  25  parishes, 
but  in  2  parishes  part  only  is  provided. 

Stand  pipes  are  not  provided,  the  services  being  laid  to 
consumer's  premises. 

There  is  no  indication  of  any  tendency  to  Plumbo  Solvency 
in  the  piped  supplies. 

Owing  to  the  exceptional  dry  weather  during  the  summer, 
restrictions  were  imposed  throughout  the  District. 
Hosepipes  were  banned,  and  owing  to  shortages  of  water 
at  source  and  weaknesses  in  the  distribution  system 
supplies  were  intermittent  in  many  areas.  Water  was 
carted  by  tanks  to  four  villages  during  times  of  shortage. 

A  scheme  estimated  to  cost  over  £300,000  is  under 
construction  to  introduce  Dove  and  Leicester  water 
throughout  the  District  in  order  to  eliminate  future 
shortages , 


3  and  Sewerage. 


During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  approved  a  scheme  of  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 
for  the  villages  of  Wymondham  and  Edmond thorpe . 

They  also  held  a  "local  investigation"  into  a  scheme 
to  serve  Botteofcrd,  Normanton  and  Muston,  and  approval 
is  now  awaited.

Public  Cleansing. 


During  the  year  the  Public  Cleansing  Service  has  been 
re-organised  and  a  collection  is  made  every  10  to  12  days, 
except  in  the  village  of  Asfordby,  where  a  14  day 
collection  is  made. 

A  fleet  of  modern  vehicles  is  maintained  comprising 

2  -  S.D.  13  cu.yd.  Refuse  Collector. 

2  -  S.D.Combined  Nightsoil  and  Cesspool  emptier. 

800  -  gall  capacity. 

1  -  S.D. Refuse  Collector  for  Salvage  work. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
and  no  difficulty  has  been  experienced.  The  levelling 
is  carried  out  by  means  of  a  blade  etc.,  attached  to  a 
tractor.  The  system  has  been  found  satisfactory. 

The  disposal  of  nightsoil  is  to  farms,  when  it  is 
ploughed  into  the  land  as  manure.  There  is  at  present 
no  difficulty  in  disposal,  and  in  view  of  the  amount  of 
ploughed  land  it  is  not  anticipated  that  this  v/ill  create 
a.  problem  for  the  next  year  or  two. 

The  present  system  of  conversion  is  by  voluntary  methods  and 
has  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  206  pail  closets  to  water 
closets  during  the  year. 

The  scheme  which  the  Council  operates  for  the  payment 
of  a  grant  towards  the  voluntary  conversion  of  pail  closets 
to  water  closets  appears  to  be  operating  very  well. 

During  the  year  collection  of  nightsoil  has  been 
discontinued  in  one  village  where  an  efficient  supply  of 
main  water  and  sewage  disposal  has  been  provided. 

The  nightsoil  collection  service  has  been  re-organised 
during  the  year,  and  a  weekly  collection  is  now  made. 

The  Council  is  continuing  to  empty  cesspools  on  request 
from  the  occupiers  at  a  standard  charge.  There  is,  however, 
no  collection  of  the  contents  of  privy  middens  within  the 
area.

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The  Slum  Clearance  programme  continues  and  "by  the 
end  of  the  year  222  houses  had  been  dealt  with  by  133 
Clearance  Areas,  89  as  individual  unfit 0  Of  the 
89  individual  unfit  59  had  Demolition  Orders  made  and 
16  were  closed .  The  remaining  14  are  subject  to  under¬ 
takings  not  to  re-let  on  vacation  by  the  present  occupier* . 
The  original  Slum  Clearance  programme  as  approved  in 
1955  was  to  demolish  284  dwellings. 

Prom  the  above  figures  there  are  45  more  dwellings 
to  be  dealt  with,  a  task  I  feel  sure  will  be  easily 
accomplished  during  the  next  twelve  months. 

The  demolition  of  properties  and  their  replacement 
was  delayed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  withholding  permission  to  build  until  certain 
sewers  and  sewerage  schemes  had  been  commenced,, 

This  work  shows  good  progress  and  it  is  hoped  that 
it  continues  until  the  worst  property  in  the  district 
has  been  dealt  with. 

Provision  of  New  Houses  during  the  year. 

Forty-eight  new  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  at 
the  end  of  1959.  Twenty  of  these  were  erected  by  the 
Council,  twenty-eight  by  private  enterprise. 

There  were  about  236  applicants  on  the  Council  Housing 
List  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  53  new  applications 
were  received  during  1959.
